WAREHOUSE RECEIPTS

(

CONSIDERATION AND DISCUSSION
OF PROPOSED NATIONAL LAW.

A discussion of the draft of an act to
make uniform the law of warehouse re¬

ceipts in every state in the Union occupied
practically all of the time of the American
Warehousemen's convention at the New
Willard Hotel today. Prof. Samuel Wll-
liston, who holds the chair of commercial
law In Harvard University, Is the author
of the act, and was present to answer ques¬
tions asked by delegates. He occupied a
seat beside the chairman, and was led to
explain every portion of the proposed law
in detail.
By the passage of the proposed measure

It is hoped to give protection to the ware¬
houseman in the various states and to more
clearly define both his and the depositor's
rights.

Proposed Law.
The first part of the act deals with the

Issue of warehouse receipts, embracing
such subjects as the persons who may issue
receipts, forms of receipts.essential terms
and what terms may be inserted.the defini¬
tion of non-negotiable receipts and of ne¬
gotiable receipts, the necessity of marking
duplicate receipts and the results of the
failure to mark receipts "non-negotiable."
The second part has to do with the obliga¬tions and rights of warehousemen under
their receipts. Including the obligation to
deliver goods, the Justification of ware¬housemen In delivering, liability for mis¬
delivery. the necessity of canceling nego¬tiable receipts when the goods are deliv¬
ered and of marking negotiable receiptswhen parts of goods are delivered, the In¬
ability of the warehouseman to set up a
title In himself and his rights as an inter¬
pleader of adverse claimants, the rights of
taking reasonable time to determine the
validity of claims, etc.
The negotiation and transfer of receiptsIs taken up In the third part of the act,w>hlch embraces the negotiation of negoti¬able receipts by delivery and by indorse¬

ment, the rights of a person to whom a
receipt has been negotiated or transferred,and sections of a like nature. Part four
deals with criminal offenses. Including the
Issue of receipts for goods not delivered,
or of a receipt containing a false state¬
ment, or of a duplicate not so marked, etc.
A fifth part has to do with the interpre¬tation of the act.

May Not Be Indorsed.
No decision as to whether or not the act

will be Indorsed by the association had been
reached when this report was closed. Since
the opening of the convention yesterday
a number of delegates have arrived, swell¬
ing the total attendance to nearly one
hundred.
The program of business for tomorrow

morning includes the election of officers
for the ensuing year and addresses by Dr.
Harvey W. Wiley, chief of the bureau of
chemistry of the Department of Agricul¬
ture, and several other scientists of the
department.
The convention will probably adjourn to¬

morrow afternoon.

BIRDS THAT ABE MISSED.
The Most Difficult Shot In the Opinion

of Sportsmen.
From the Badminton Magazine.

It is a fact that the crack sometimes
misses, and the object of this article is .o
show by a consensus of expert opinion what
shots they are which punde the men or
absolutely first rank. Appended are quo¬
tations from some of the views wblch have
been expressed by such authorities at more
or less length.
Lord Walsingham writes: "The most dif¬

ficult shot "I know is a bird which comes
straight over your head at a moderate
height, and which, for some reason, such
aa an empty gun or a thick wood closein front, cannot be shot when approaching.You must then turn round and shoot underthe bird as it is going away. If you let it
go far it 'becomes almost Impossible, andif you are ever so quick, with a second gun
or otherwise, you have to calculate howfar to hold below the bird that it mayfly into the charge, the object being to putthe shot under the neck feathers, and not
through the tall.a calculation which is ex¬tremely difficult to make instantaneously.It comes off all right when you know how
to do it. but I have seen very few men who
could kill such a bird with any degree of
certainty. Of course, if the bird is the
least on one side or the other the shot be¬
comes comparatively easy."
Earl de Grey thinks that a high pheasant

coming down wind with a drop and a curl
is the bird that there is most excuse for
missing and that Is oftenest missed.
The Maflquis of Granby concludes a full

expression of his views: "On the whole,however, it has always seemed to me that
a genuinely 'tall' pheasant, when 'sailingwith perfectly motionless wings, especiallywhen 'curling,' and possibly almost imper¬
ceptibly dropping in its flight as well, is by
far the most difficult bird to kill."
Prince Victor Duleep Singh agrees with

the majority, and says: "To my mind, the
most difficult shot is a high dropping pheas¬
ant with a wind behind, coming over high
trees and over the guns v^aced in a nar¬
row cutting or valley. This makes it Im¬
perative to take a snapshot at the bird,
and as its wings are practically motionless
one has no visible sign of its speed. I'm
afraid I express myself very badly.. but t
could show you what I mean, for Instance,
at the beech tree rise at Hlghclere."
Lord Ashburton writes: "I think the

most difficult shot you can bave Is a pheas¬
ant, when about thirty-five or forty yards
away, crossing you and dropping from some
height, with his (or her) wings motionless.

tection. It is, fortunately, a shot which
does not often present itself, but I have
never yet seen pheasants well killed under
these circumstances."
Mr. Henry Stoner gives a hint: "With

regard to difficult shots, I should most cer¬
tainly say a high cock pheasant In the
open, flying down the line of guns with his
wings outstretched and motionless, is the
most difficult shot I know, and I am sure
the best way to kill a bird of this kind la
to take a snapshot at him."
Lord Westbury says: "I am sorry to be

unable to plead guilty to being 'a shot or
exceptional merit." but I've frequently seen
shots o that description make very Indif¬
ferent practice on cock pheasants dropping
across the 6pen wltjh outstretched wIiiks
from a very high covert into a lo-w covert
behind, particularly when twenty-five yards
wide, the birds having a good outside (1. e..
away from the shooter) 'curl' on. I find It
almost impossible to allow for the pace,
the drop and the curl. In my opinion
pheasants are. under certain conditions. th»
most difficult of ordinary game birds :o
kill properly."
A. E. Gathorne-Hardy: "In my opinion,

by far t'he most difficult shot Is at a pheas¬
ant which has come straight at you too
low to shoot at in front; which you turn
round to, and try to take going away."
Arthur Portman considers: "Far and

sway the most difficult birds to shoot are

high pheasants, the hardest of all to kill,
in my opinion, being a soaring bird coming
off a hill with Its wings out. These floaters
are going far faster than they appear to,
and in consequence judging the pace they
travel at is almost impossible when there
is no apparent movement of the wing. An¬
other very hard pheasant to kill is a low
bird crossing to the right some way off."
Henry Walter Gilbey is in agreement with

the majority: "X have no hesitation ;n
giving my opinion that the most difficult
shot Is a real high pheasant, and especially
so If it should have a slight 'curl' on. The
mason I think a .rocketing' pheasant is *0
difficult is because to kill It properly and
neatly you oan only ttk* it ta on* post-

tion.straight over your head, thus shout¬ing It In the neck, which la the only vul¬nerable spot you can hit to bring It downstone dead; anyway, this 1s my opinion."MaJ. Acland-Hood says; "I think that ofall the many difficult shots one gets a lowpartridge or pheasant (especially the lat¬ter) on one's left Is, as a rule, that whlcndefeats one more frequently than any otherfor this reason: First of all, there Is theknowledge, especially In pariridge driving;or pheasant shooting, that owing to thelow flight of the bird there may be some¬body's head on the same level and beyondthe bird (the other side of a hedge, per¬haps). Well, this makes one think of otherthings besides the bird, and also causesone to take 'before shooting a very quick,comprehensive glance in the line of Are to
see that all is safe. In doing this I think
a man Is apt to misjudge the pace the birdIs flying and shoot behind It. Again, tho
reason why I think birds to the left are
more difficult than to the right (at anyrate, In my case) Is that wJien swinging tothe left the l*ft arm naturally makes a
curve downward, unless one remembers to
counteract the natural tendency, and that
makes one shoot below the bird. If you
try first swinging to the left on an imagi¬
nary bird you will see what I mean, and
then try swinging to the right. You Will
find that the left arm has a natural in¬
clination to go up. and that helps tne shoot,
lng. as In nine cases out of ten "birds ire
missed by shooting under and behind, but
more especially under. Of course, there
are many shots which are as near the im¬
possible as anything can be.for Instance,
a teal down wind darting about in the
dusk; but that is, as a rule, an exceptional
shot to get, while that which I have dealt
with is an every-day occurrence,"
